Sen. Medaille Advocates 
Staggered Election Plan

“It’s main object is to make 
the Senate more representative 
by forcing the Senators to go out 
and campaign for their Senate 
seats.” 

That’s how Senator John Me- 
daille described his bill introduc- 
ed Monday on the floor of the 
legislative body. 


The bill, an attempt at reviving 
an almost identical bill vetoed 
last year by ASSAC President 
Bert Cottle, will propose stagger- 
ed two- semester terms for sena- 
tors. 


Medaille said, “Some senators 
have told me that they did not 
even bother to ask people to vote, 
they just had their names put on 
the ballot. Many, perhaps almost 
all, get elected merely by filling 
out petitions.” 


The Senator poimted to last 
semester’s election where he 
stated there were 14 seats open 
and 11 candidates. Medaille blam- 
ed “lack of student participa- 
tion” on what he claimed has 
been partly due to the “lack of 
candidate participation.” 


Requiring a constitutional 
amendment to set the plan into 
effect, a bill proposing the action 
was introduced along with the 
plan. Both were directed to the 
Rules Committee. 


The influence of the amend- 
ment, if placed on the ballot 
and passed, will deal wide chang- 
es to the results of the upcoming 
Senate elections. 


Following a ratification of the 
amendment, now being pushed 


by Medaille, freshmen senators 
elected earlier in the fall would 
have their terms extended to the 
end of the year. Those seven can- 
didates receiving the highest 
number of votes in the January 
poll would win two semester 
terms. The next seven highest 
vote getters would gain one se- 
mester terms. 


“This would get the program 
rolling . . . then there will be 
seven seats and those vacated 
each election. Probably it will 
work out to about ten seats each 
election,” according to the Sena- 
tor.

Rights Panel, Advisor 
Discuss Bill Of Rights 


Despite heavy rains, nearly 100 
students participated in Bill of 
Rights discussion groups held 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Talking on the theme “Free- 
dom of Religion and the Govern- 
ment,” three ministers and a rep- 
resentative of Campus Crusade, 
spanned fact and philosophy in 
Tuesday’s panel discussion. 

Moderated by Bill of Rights 
Chairman Terry Winck:er, the 
discussion centered around mean- 
ing behind freedom of religion 
when it was put in the Bill of 
Rights, and modern interpreta- 
tion of religious fredom. 

Father Weaver of Mater Dei 
High School started the group 
off with*his dissertation on the 
Vatican Council. “Freedom of 
Religion and tolerance of dif- 
ferent faiths was a main facet 
of the Council,” he .reported. 
Continuing, he mentioned that 
the council made certain inter- 
pretations on “the continuing 
role of state in religious affairs.” 

Dr. Gerald Bash of the First 
Christian Church spearheaded 
the discussion with his definition 
of religious freedom as “essen- 
tial to the basic democratic prin- 
ciples of our country.” 


Campus Crusade International 
representative Dick Day explain- 
ed portions of the Christian Bible 
as directly paralleling fundamen- 
tal tenets of American freedoms. 

Winding the discussion up, 
Reverend Richard Doctor of 
Spurgeon Methodist Church, not- 
ed how a man could serve the 
church, while maintaining loyal- 
ty to the state. 

Wednesday, 25 students and 
instructors gathered in a special 


' student-faculty discussion group. 


Bill of Rights Advisor Daniel 
Hohneker led the group along 
the theme “Individual Involve- 
ment: Key to The Bill of Rights.” 

According to Hohneker, the 
recent Sunset Strip riots are

Following the “Strip” topic 
through most of the discussion’s 
40 minutes, students forwarded 
several proposed reasons behind 
the riots and what they repre- 
sented.
